WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—<2ermany's 


war lorda were scathingly denounced 
and Americans urged to fight for "the 
democracy Implanted by Lincoln and 
advanced by Wilson;" in an address 
commemorating the birthday anniver- 
sary of President 
Lincoln, 
delivered 


today by Senator Lewis, of Illinois. The 
German peace offers were declared to 
be only a "ruse to murder." 


Struggles of the world's democracies 


to retain their, liberty were recounted 
by Senator Lewis, quoting the German 
poet Goethe that "those who have lib- 
erty jnust fight to keep it." He re- 
ferred, to President Lincoln as "the 
apostle of the liberty of man and the 
standard bearer of the democracy of 
the world." This nation's progress and 
freedom, he declared, were the world's 
inspiration for republican government. 


"No democracy was ever founded," 


he said, "that did not have to fight to 
continue its existence or main-tain its 
ideals. 


"Prom envy of our situation, 
from 


jealousy of our progress, hatred was 
aroused in the hearts of others, Amer- 
ica's institutions of freedom, inspiring 
mankind to her example, inflamed the 
souls of the royal rulers of Prussia 
with fear and inspired them to the war 
of destruction of all

The local income tax officers at room

1093 of thetJnited States internal rev- 
enue series and these forms are ready 
for distribution to mills, factories and 
in fact practically all employers of 
labor to be filled out for the infor- 
mation of the federal officers. 
The 


forms are for "the report of incomes 
of $800 or more paid during the year 
$1917" and includes "salaries, wages, 
rent. Interest, etc." For instance, If 
you arc an employer-and have a man 
working for you to whom you paid 
5800 or more during last year as wages 
or salary, it is 'your -duty to pay a 
visit to .the postolHce, obtain one of 
these forms and fill it'out. 
A sepa- 


rate form must be'made'out for each 
employe. This method ,is termed "get- 
ting information at the source" and is 
a new feature of the income tax- law.

It is fitting and proper that the 


birthday 
of Lincoln, the martyred 


president, should be observed with aU 
due solemnity throughout the length 
and breadth of this 
hind. Thomas 


Jefferson was perhaps 
the greatest 


democrat of revolutionary days 
and 


the principles of democracy that ho 
embodied in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence became the very breath of 
life of the new republic, the freest yal 
conceived by the mind of man. 


The time came when these princi- 


ples wera threatened with extinction, 
when it was attempted by a large por- 
i-tiori of the people to engraft human 
slavery upon the constitution and to 
recognize its maintenance as the com- 
mercial right of American citizens. 


Again there arose a champion of hu- 


man rights and as president of the 
United States, commander-in-chief ol 
the army and navy, Lincoln fought the

Lincoln may well be extolled as the 


great defender of democracy and hu- 
man freedom in ha.ving re-established 
on a firm basis the true aim of the 
revolutionary fathers in giving this 
nation a new birth of freedom so that 
"government of the people, by-the peo- 
ple, and for the people, shall not perish 
from the earth." 


"We are now in another war "which 


-has a wider.scope but in reality so far 
as the United States is concerned it is 
waged for the purpose not 
only of 


maintaining those same principles of 
freedom in pur own land but for ex- 
tending them to the other nations of 
the earth. We are in the present war 
to vindicate our 
own freedom and 


inake the world safe for .democracy, 
safe against the spirit of militarism 
now so brutsJiy exemplified by Ger- 
many in her effort to overthrow the 
Christian civilization, the culmination 
of ages. 


Again is the United States favored 


with a man of the Lincoln type, more 
profoundly educated, a better adminis- 
trator and an equally great democrat 
and expounder of the principles of 
democracy and freedom. As Lincoln 
was assailed by senators and others, 
mainly self seeking politicians, so is 
President Wilson, but like Lincoln, he 
stands upon his constitutional prerog- 
atives, confident that the people will

Huns, to overthrow'the 
menace of 


Prussian militarism with its progran 
of pan-Germanism and to re-establish 
a reign of peace, justice and freedom 
for all the world. 


Already President Wilson" lias been 


recognized1 as a. great leader of democ- 
racy .and his principles have been al- 
most entirely accepted by England and 
France, a fact which augurs well for 
the extension of freedom to a!! the 
small nationalities after the war.

It is fittins and proper that the 


birthday of Lincoln, the martyred 
.president, should b* observed with all 
due solemnity throughout the length 
and breadth of this 
land. 
Thomas 


Jefferson was perhaps 
the greatest 


democrat of revolutionary days 
and 


the principles of democracy that he 
embodied in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence became the very breath of 
life of the new republic, the freest yet 
conceived by the mind of mn.n. 


The time came when these princi- 


ples were threatened with extinction, 
when it was attempted by a large por- 
tion of the people to engraft human 
slavery upon the constitution and to 
recognize its maintenance as the com- 
mercial right of American citizens. 


Again there arose a champion of hn- 


man rights and as president of the 
United States, commander-in-chicf of 
the army and navy, Lincoln fought the 
war of the rebellion to a finish and 
rendered this union of states one and 
inseparable forever. 


By proclamation he emancipated the

flag of our nation or belie the princi- 
ples upon which our republic was 


i founded. 


Linco'n may well be extolled as the 


great defender of democracy and hu- 
man freedom in having re-established 
on a firm basis the true aim of the 
revolutionary fathers in giving " this 
nation a new birth of freedom so that 
"government of the people, by the peo- 
ple, and for the people, shall- not perish 
from the earth.*' 


We are now in another war which 


has a wider scope but in reality so far 
as the United States is concerned it is 
waged for .the purpose not 
only of 


maintaining those same principles of 
freedom in our own land but for ex- 
tending them to the other nations of 
the earth. "We' are in the present war 
to vindicate our own freedom and 
make . the world safe for 
democracy, 


safe against the spirit of militarism 
now so brutally exemplified by . Ger- 
many in her effort to overthrow the 
Christian civilization, the culmination 
of ages. 


Again is the United States favored 


with a man of the Lincoln type, more 
profoundly educated, a better adminis- 
trator and an equally great democrat 
and expounder of the 
principles of 


dembcracy and freedom. As Lincoln 
was assailed by senators and others, 
mainly self seeking politicians, so in 
President Wilson, but like Lincoln, ho 
stands upon his constitutional prerog-

: Prussian, militarism with its program 
of pan-Germanism and to re-establish 
a reign of 'peace, justice and freedom 
for all the world.

As was expected, following the de- 


nunciation of the administration of the 
State Guard of recent date, the com- 
mittee on ways and means, by General 
Frederick E. Pierce of Greenfield, yes- 
terday reported an appropriation of 
$250,000 for the maintenance of that 
outfit. 
Major General Butler Ames of 


Lowell originally asked for an appro 
priation of more than !$7GO,000 for the 
year. That was cut to $350,000 by Oic 
budget commission and now the "*mon 
ey" committee of the house has shaved 
another $100,000 from the appropria- 
tion.
